Population 

The  Registrar  G-ener a.x  s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
5,030  which  was  an  increase  of  150  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  81  (41  M.  40  F.)  which  was  a  decrease 
of  13  from  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  corresponding  crude  birth  rate 
was  16.10;  when  adjusted,  however,  by  the  Registrar  General’s  Comparability 
s! actor  which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex 
distribution  and  allows  comparison  with  other  Districts  the  crude  rate  becomes 
19.32  and  was  higher  than  that  of  18.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

Two  stillbirths  were  registered  and  the  stillbirth  rate  was  24.10  in 
comparison  with  that  of  15.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

Two  infant  deaths  were  registered  due  to:~ 

(i)  Pneumonia  -  10  months 

( ii)  Asphyxia  ) 

Inattention  at  Birth)  ~  A  ^ew  115 i^ut e s 

The  infan cile  mortality  rate  was  accordingly  24*69  compared  with  that 
of  19.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

(The  above  figures  are,  however,  too  small  to  provide  valid  comparative 
rates) . 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  (i.e.  stillbirths  and 
infant  deaths  under  one  week  of  age)  is  prematurity,  asphyxia  and  atelectasis, 
birth  injuries  and  congenital  malformations  and  the  most  important  maternal 
factor  is  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil,  as  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  Pregnancy,  Childbirth 
-Abortion,  and  signifies  the  high  standard  of  modern  obstetric  practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  62  (28  M.  34  F.)  and  the 
corresponding  crude  death  rate  was  12.12j  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar 
General  s  Comparability  Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised 
for  age  and  sex  distribution  and  affords  comparison  with  other  Districts,  the 
adjusted  rate  was  10.42  in  comparison  with  that  of  11. 5  for  England  and 
Wales. 

The  majorioy  of  the  deaths  were  amongst  the  aged  from  natural  causes, 
namely ,  heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous 
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System;  of  these  there  were  2? 
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Disease  the  Coronary  Artery  of  tile  Heart  was  che  cause  of  14  of 
those  dearhi.  oj  uppr>  xSsuicol.x  22?c  A:  the  following  ".ge -groups:  1  between 
35  -  44:  2  between  55  *-  6g:  3  between  65  -  74:  8  over  75  years,-  Although 

the  chief  cause  is  still  obscure,  the  majority  of  deaths  occur  amongst  the 
elderly  or  aged  and  it  would  seem  that  a  degenerative  process  is  a  causal 
factor,  although  this  might  not  explain  the  cause  of  deaths  in  early  life. 

Dancer  was  the  cause  of  14  deaths,  as  in  the  previous  year,  in  the 
following  age-groups:  1  between  35  ~  44:  1  between  45  -  54:  2  between 

55  -  64:  4  between  65  -  74:  6  over  775  years.  As  Cancer  can  be  treated 

with  success  if  a  daignosis  is  made  before  the  disease  is  too  advanced,  it 
is  reasonable  to  assume  that  patients  seek  medical  examination  too  late. 

Cancer  of  the  Long  and  Bronchus  was  the  cause  of  5  (4  M.  1  F.)  deaths  in 
the  following  age-groups:  1  between  55  ~  64:  1  between  65  -  74:  3  over 
75  years.  The  usual  pattern  is  for  deaths  to  occur  in  earlier  age-groups 

than  most  other  forms  of  Cancer,  and  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  there 

is  no  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  District,  it  would  seem  that  the  inhalation 
of  tobacco  smoke  is  a  precipitating  factor  amongst  those  who  are  predisposed 
to  the  disease,  keeping  in  mind  that  the  majority  of  those  who  have  smoked 

all  their  adult  lives  have  died  from  other  nature'  causes. 

Cancer  of  the  Breast  caused  4  deaths  ir>  the  following  age-groups:  1  betwe' 
45  "  54:  1  between  55  ~  64-  1  between  65  *'  74:  1  over  75  years.  Many 

deaths  occur  in.  early  life  and  as  Cancer  of  this  site  is  comparatively  easy 
to  diagnose,  it  may  be  assumed  that  patients  consult  their  Practitioners  too 
late* 


Amongst  the  other  causes  of  death  there  was  no  exceptional  mortality. 
There  was  no  death  due  to  Infectious  Disease. 

Measles 

Fifty-eight  cases  were  notified.  This  infection  ’per  se*  is  not 
serious,  and  its  formerly  dangerous  complications  are  becoming  less  frequent 
and  if  they  do  occur,  are  treated  successfully  by  the  Antibiotics,  excepting 
Acute  Encephalitis  which  is  very  rare.  As  stated  in  previous  reports,  it 
is  equivocal,  whether  this  Infection  should  be  statutorily  notifiable,  as 
during  outbreaks  Practitioners  who  are  otherwise  fully  engaged,  have  little 
bime  to  make  these  notifications  and  Office  Staffs  are  obliged  to  waste  their 
time  in  the  registration  and  disbursement  of  notification  fees. 

S carletFever 

Only  one  case  was  notified.  In  its  present  phase,  this  infection  is 
mild  and-  its  formerly  serious  complications  are  infrequent;  if  any  do  occur, 
treatment  by  the  Antibiotics  is  usually  successful. 

Whooping  Cough 

Only  one  case  of  this  distressful  children’ s  disease  was  notified, 
which  may  be  attributed  to  the  vaccination  of  infants.  Formerly,  outbreaks 
were  common,  much  lung  damage  was  caused  and  there  were  many  deaths  due  to 
Broncho -pneumonia* 

Dysentery  (Shigella  Sonnei) 

Six  cases  of  this  bowel  infection  were  notified,  but  there  are 
probably  many  more  throughout  the  area  who  are  not  notified  as  the 
infection  which  causes  diarrhoea  for  several  days,  is  usually  mild;  in 
consequence  many  patients  do  not  consult  their  family  Doctors,  and  there 
is  little  doubt  that  the  carrier  state  is  widespread. 
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Erysipelas 

Oae  case  of  "thus  infec  i-ion  was  notified  which  is  caused  by  the 
causal  organism  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  formerly  caused  many  deaths,  before  the 
ulpha  drugs  and  later  the  Antibiotics  which  are  specific  in  treatment, 
were  introduced* 


Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia 

One  case  of  this  illness  was  notified.  Including  the  secondary 
Pneumonias  which  are  not  notifiable,  there  were  three  deaths  in  the  following 
age-groups:  1  between  4  weeks  and  under  1  year:-  1  between  55  -  64:  1  over 

75  years. 

Tuberculosis 

It  is  noteworthy  that  there  was  no  new  case  of  Respiratory  and  non- 
Re  spiratory  Tuberculosis. 

Also  there  was  no  death  which  is  a  reflection  of  the  efficaciousness  of 
modern  treatment. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  District 
was  very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  and  I  would  take  this  opportunity 
of  thanking  you  for  your  support  of  and  interest  in  the  Department  and  also 
the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  efficiency.

In  October  1965,  the  Council  agreed  that  the  arrangement  of  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor  should  cease  and  that  the  two  offices  would 
be  separated.  As  a  result  of  this  decision  a  new  Surveyor  was  appointed 
to  commence  work  on  1st  April,  1966.
